France, May 2 0 .— Before the body of 
Majo r Rauo l Lufbery was placed in 
Its g rav e to day in a certain French 
v illag e, it lay in state in a room in 
a 
sm all frame building, surrounded by 
hundreds of wreaths of flowers from 
American comrades, French aviators 
w ho had known him and from French 
army corps. 
The funeral was very impressive. 
The pallbearers, three American and 
three French aviators, bore the ting 
draped coflln from the frame build­ 
ing -to the waiting motor car, in 
which it made the trip to the grave. 
An American band led the proces­ 
sio n, with a company of American in­ 
fantry , just from the trenches, and a 
co m pany of French soldiers. 
Fol­ 
lo w ing the coffin were 200 American 
and F re nc h officers, including all of 
Majo r Lufbery’s companions in 
the 
air service. 
The American general 
co m m anding the sector northwest of 
To ul and a French general in eom- 
mund o f an army corps, w ere in the 
pro cessio n. 
The 
party drew' 
up 
before the 
g rav e while the service was read, and 
o ne American aviator after another 
dro pped down from the sky, with mo­ 
to r shut o ff, and w'hen just over the 
g rav e they dropped great bunches of 
roses, which floated down upon the 
co ffin, the bared heads of the officers 
and the hats of the soldiers drawn up 
at the 
spot. 
The French general, 
w ho spoke at the ceremony, said: 
' “ In behalf of his comrades in the 
French army, I offer their respect 
and fraternal tribute to this hero of 
the air, who has been victorious 18 
tim es, the son o f the noble and gen­ 
ero us republic which has come to our 
assistance to save the liberty of the 
wo rld. 
Rest in peace, Major Luf­ 
bery, close by, a m a rtyr to our great 
cause. 
Your glorious example in­ 
s p i r e us to greater sacrifice— Good 
bye.”

This evidence, which may be made 
public soon, is understood fo show 
definitely that Irish leaders, mainly 
Sinn Fein sympathizer- in the United 
States, have been In touch with Ger­ 
man agents who agreed to furnish 
money to finance the rebellion 
in 
Ireland and possibly to send arms 
and am m unition to Ireland by means 
of submarines or blockade runners, 
There was even some discussion 
of the chances of sending German 
soldiers to take part in the warfare 
on Irish soil. 
The uprising was set 
for about this time, when the Ger­ 
mans planned to reach the channel 
ports in their great drive in France, 
and believed th a t England would be 
thrown into great confusion by the 
German victories.

Dear Folks at Home: 
1 have received three letters from 
y ou in the last three day s, the one of 
March 12, then Feb . 20 and the one 
of March 23 came today . 
Well, ou r family is somewhat scat 
tered now. There are six of u s sta- 
tioned at a 1 Tench camp and 
it 
is 
eu rely a lively place. 
The American gu ns pu t u s to sleep 
at night and the German shells wak­ 
en u s in the morning. 
We are living 
in du gou ts 
now. 
They are not very comfortab le, 
b u t 
they are good protection from 
the 
German shells. They are from eight 
to ten feet deep and lined with stone 
walls ab ou t fou r inches thick. They 
have an arched roof of steel and five 
or six feet of heavy logs and stone on 
top of that. We su rely need the pro­ 
tection that they give u s b ecau se the 
shells drop arou nd here thick 
and 


fast sometimes. 
They sent over some gas shells one 
morning and we had to pu t on 
ou r 
gas masks at 
5 o’clock 
and 
keep 
them on for more than an hou r. 
We have to walk ab ou t 
one mile 
throu gh the woods for 
ou r meals. 
T he other day the American artillery 
set some b ig gnu s in ou r path, so we 
had to find a new one. 
The French are very mu ch pleased 
with the way the Americans are do­ 
ing in the trenches, b u t the Germans 
are not so well pleased. 
One American lieu tenant and five 
men were ou t and b rou ght in 19 Ger­ 
mans a few day s ago.

Th ere is no do ubt th at th e financial po sitio n o f Germany is already 


desperate; th at th e eco no mic situatio n th ere is rapidly beco ming wo rse 


and th at th e measure o f relief ex pected in th e fo o d situatio n by co nquest o f 


Russia is no t materializing, wh ile th e difficulties o f h o lding do wn th e newly 


co nquered peo ple and prev enting furth er dissensio ns amo ng th e Central 


Po wers are almo st insuperable. 
Meanwh ile th e Allies h av e repeatdly 


pro v ed th eir ability to sto p Germany 's suprem e effo rts, and seem quite able 


to h o ld th eir o wn until th e Americans are ready to co me in with o v er­ 


wh elming fo rce. 
Germany ’s military po wer is rapidly ebbing; h er po sitio n 


o n th e western fro nt is at best critical, and any furth er failures in th e 


enemy ’s o bjectiv es are almo st sure to let lo o se a serio us o utb urst o f dis­ 


appo intment with in Germany .

Senato r Wade o f Oh io said, in 18 6 2:

peo ple I represent th at I h ad sat silent wh ile I h eard it rung in my ears 


fro m mo rning till nigh t th at th e President o f th e United States was by so me 


my sterio us po wer inv ested with despo tic auth o rity to trample upo n th e 


righ ts o f th e peo ple and th e righ ts o f co ngress, and th at th ere was no 


barrier betwix t h im and utter despo tism th e m o m ent y o u declare war.” 


Senato r Po well quo ted ano th er senato r as say ing th at “all th is is do ne 


under th e war po wer,” and co mmented: “ He reso rts again to th at o ld plea 


o f ty rants, necessity . 
Th e president h as ex ercised usurped po wer and v io ­ 


lated th e co nstitutio n.” 


Senato r Salisbury said, in 18 6,1, regarding a bill co nferring larger 


po wers o n th e President: 
“ Th is measure pro po ses to legalize th e mo st 


despo tic ex ercise o f po wer th at was ev er practiced in any go v ernment since 


th e co nstitutio n o f h um an so ciety .” 


And so it went, mo nth after m o nth and y ear after y ear.

auto matically making th e President co mmander-in-ch ief and a v irtual dic­ 


tato r in war time. 
Th e peo ple acquiesce. 
Co ngress sh o ws signs o f co ming 


into h armo ny with th e peo ple’s mo o d. 
Co ngress h as its remedy if th e

h appen. 
Th en th ey began u sing sh rapnel 
o n u s, and o ne o f o u r mach ine g u n­ 
ners, wh o go t u p fro m h is knees to 
ch ange po sitio n, h ad h is h ead taken 
clean o ff h is sh o u lders, and th e rest 
o f h im landed near my feet 
and 
squ irmed a little, 
like a , ch icken 
th at h as ju st been killed. 
It wras 
awfu l to see th e bo dy with o u t any 
h ead mo ve aro u nd in th at way, and 
we co u ld h ardly 
make 
o u rselves 
to u ch it fo r so me time. 
Th en we 
ro lled it to th e o th er side o f th e 
h o le. 
Th en, to o ne side o f u s, th ere w-as 
a mo re vio lent explo sio n th an any 
yet.
